66 With this warning in my ears I cau- 
tlously peered through the wooden box 
with the narrow slit set in the trenca 
wall. There was another trench wall opposite. 
They said it was only forty meters away, about 
a hundred and twenty feet. It might have been

earth bank, topped with sand bags, sliding 
abruptiy down the hill im the direction of a deso- 
late, unroofed gray village—once Apremont. Be- 
hind that earth wall and sand bags were the Ger- 
mans.

It was the penreat 1 was to come to them in this 
War, and happily they kept very still behind their 
sand bags and allowed me to gaze at the devas- 
tated field between us, gray with barbed wire, un- 
molested for the space of, say, fifteen seconds. All 
of those glued to crevices in the trench opposite as 
they were in our trench, looking, always looking 


silently tor some sign of life, and ready at the first 


movement, a change of light in the eyeholes of 
the wall opposite, to send à bullet with a deadly 


accurate aim into the uncovered aperture. This 


was what is called a quiet day in the trenches. 
For over an hour I had been slopping along in 
a rain through the muddy trenches across the fa- 
mous Bois Brulé—well named the Burned Wood! 
Whenever 1 looked up from the puddles ot that 
perpetually twisting and squirming ditch I could 
see the shorn limbs of a few searred trees, the 


plowed soil of this savagely fought over woods, 


For ten months they had been at it here on the 
edge of the forest, fighting hand to hand and 
from trench to trench, blasting, clawing their 
way out of the trees into the open slope of hill 
beyond. of | 
During these ten months the French had made 
some progress; they had pushed their way out of 
the woods, up and over the open hill—a few hun- 
dred yards, what a, man could travérse in a few 
minutes, wood and field together! It is much the 


same thing all along this vast front, from Alsace. 


to Dunkirk. 


What a desperate struggle, what a titan's task, 


this nibbling, meter by meter, at the invaded 
miles of territory of old France! Was ever coun- 
try so bloodily fought for in the history of the 
world? Hundreds of thousands of men have lost 
their lives in the regaining of these few yards of 


invaded land, and for every life lost at least a 


ton of mefal must have been spent! 

We had plodded with heads down, hunched up, 
in obedience to the repeated reminders not to ex- 
pose our heads; also with the instinct of self- 
preservation strong within us, for there was the 
perpetual sound in our ears of the swish, the soft 
pit-pat of rifie bullets striking somewhere, earth- 
work, tree, or stone. And overhead the shells ex- 
changed by French and German batteries whined 
as they ew behind us into the stricken wood. 


It was a dulet day at the front, but there was 
movement—the trenches were allve. Now and 


then in the windings there was a bulge made by 
a shell that had struck fair within the sides. . 

We passed many dirty little men in faded blue 
coats, scrubby earth gnomes, each one with ‘a 
ride. Sométimes they snuggled close to the dirt 


wall at the mouth of a hole, clasping their guns 


in a motionless attitude, only the eyes alive, 
whict! looked at the intruders into their mole life 
curiously. Not unlike woodchucks perched on the 
edge of their burrows, ready to dodge under- 
ground to hide. Now and then I saw one of them 
asleep within his snug earth hole, still clasping 
his gun. : 5 | 
Sometimes the little earth men Were carrying 
pails or boxes of ammunition and would press 
themselves close to the wall to let me pass. Al- 
ways silent, generally motionless, that is the way 
1 remember these dwellers of the front line 
trenches. The Frenchman, by nature so gay and 
communicative, so full of careless courage, has 
learned the burrowing secretive habits of wild 
animals, of the sharp eyed, silent, hunted crea- 
tures of the wood.

This, however, was not destined to last long. The 
heads of the challenged faith rose en masse and ban- 
ished Mohammed and his followers to one part of the 
city. There for two years they lived, facing cont nue 
threats of starvation and want. Finally, utterly dis- 
couraged, Mohammed and his men proceeded slowly to 
drift. across into Medina. There the Jews, who had 
long believed in one God, bad more or less paved the 
way for the new religion. Gradually the entire little 
band had migrated to Medine in the summer of 622 
From this point dates the history of the Moslems.

This might be called the first period of Mohammed's 
reer, and during this time his object wes not to give 
men either a code or a creed, but simply to bring 
them to the worship of one God. Nothing is men- 
tioned of ritual or of social or mora! obligation. Every 
speech is directed rather to the grand aim of his life 
to convince men of the unutterable majesty of the one 
God who brooks no rivals. In this part of the Koran 
the innate poetry of the man is strongly felt. 


ing the dawn break over the mountains. He seemed in 
too exalted a state to stoop to argument, seeking to 
dassle rather with brilliant images of God's workings 
in creation. 3 

Later on in the last period his speeches become dog 
matic rather than oratorical, His position at Meding 
was totally different from what it had been at Mecca. 
There he had been a struggling reformer, despised and 
ridiculed by every man he met. Now he was a king, 
ruling a vast city with absolutely despotic power and 
needing. every resource of statecraft to maintain order 
among its contentious elements. His was a strong 
hand, but a strong hand was required for the preserva- 
tion of the Moslem réligion and polity. 


Converts itcreased so rapidly that in the eighth year 
of his flight he marched back upon Mecca with 10,000 
men, and the city, despairing of any defense, promptly 
surrendered. This, of course, was the day of Mobam- 
med's greatest triumph. He freely forgave bis enemies 
and gave an amnesty to the whole population of Mecca. 
One thing only suffered destruction and that was the 
gods and ‘idols, 360 of them, at the Kaaba. Mohammed 
pointed to them with his staff, saying: 
and fatsehood is fled away,” and at these words the 
attendants hewed them down and the idols and gods of 
Mecca and round about were destroyed. : ; 

The taking of Mecca was soon followed by the 
adhesion of all Arabia. From every part of the penin- 
sula came embassies from the various tribes to do 
homage to the prophet. Seon Arabia was not enough. 
In bold, daring fashion Mohammed wrote to the great 
kings of the east, to the Persian rulers and to the Greek 
emperor, and these did not know furthermore how soon 
his invitation would be repeated nor how quickly Islam 
would be knocking at their doors with no faltering hand.

Farewell Pilgrimage to Mecca. 


The prophet’s career, however, was near an end. His 
indeed was a position of triumph to which he had beep 
raised. His house at Medina was a court of appeal 
for the whole body of Moslems and he settled all their 
difficulties for them. These decisions of his have been 
treated as law by the Mohammedans for all time since. 

In 682 Mohammed died after a farewell pilgrimage 
to “Mecca. At the end of his great speech in which he 
addressed some 40,000 pilgrims he looked up to heaven 
and cried: ‘*O, Lord, I have delivered my niessage an!! 
fulfilled my mission.” And all the multitude answered: 
“Yea, verily thou hast.” Then, Lke Moses, he raised 
up his hands and blessed the people. Three months 
later Mohammed was dead. 

This period in the world’s history has been called by 


many historians as the end of the ancient and the 


beginning of the middle ages. And from this time on 
Constantinople began to figure largely in the world's 
epochs. To her belongs the empire of the east and he 
who has possessed her, whether his territory was shrunk 
t a few miles about the city or extended around the 
entire Mediterranean, has always been emperor.* This 
imperial city, from its establishment as a capital in 330. 
by Constantine, like a living thing, has struggled, tri- 
umphed, fallen, and then risen again, crowning in turn 
the Roman, the Greek, the Turk, supporting the Greek 
empire for à hundred years when it was apparcutly at 
the mercy of the Turk, and now, in its hour of ora. 
still supporting the Turkish empire. 

It Vas in 1453 Emperor Mohammed I. united the 
Turks and fulfilled for them their dream of capturing 
the city and floating over it the star and crescent.

Turkish Territory Steadily Diminishes. 

It was in the latter part of the seventeenth century 
that the sway of Constantinople was at its greatest. 
It extended indeed almost to Vienna and included the 
_ greater part of Hungary, the Crimean peninsula of Rus- 
sia, Greece, Bosnia, part of Dalmatia, and the Balkan 
peninsula. Through the succeeding centuries, however, 
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Turkey lost steadily and at the time of the congress of 
Vienna in 1815 Turkey had been pushed back by the 
Austriane and the Russ ans to the present northern 


boundaries. of Bosnia, Serbia, and Roumania. And as 


these States continued th cain their independence the 
power of thé snitan continued to shrink toward the 
Egeun and the Bosporus until in 1912 only Macedonia, 
Albania, Thessaly, and Thrace remained under his rule. 
Then after the peate of London in 1913 only a small 
‘portion of the Balkan peninsula was left of the great 
‘Turk-sh empire. 

The story An its greatest 
development during the sixteenth century falls into two 
divisions. First, there must be considered the growth 
of the Austrian and Russian empires and, secondly, the 
rise of the subject states, Greece, Serbia, Rouma nia. 
and Bulgaria. Of the subject states Serbia was the 
first to strive anew for national existence. It was in 
the last years of the eighteenth century that she, re 
volted against Ottoman rule. By 1878 the complete 


independence of Roumapnia, Serbia, Montenegro, and 


Greece was recognized by Turkey in the treaty of Sav 
Stefano and the subsequent treaty of Berlin. The last 
of the Balkan subject nationalities to gain its autonomy 
was Bulgaria, which declared its independence at the 
time of the rising of the Young Turk party in 1008, at 
the time when Austria, fearing a Turkish rebirth, an- 
nexed Bosnia and Herzegovina. ) 

Constantinople is one of the most interesting cities 
in the world. Its population is like the almanac. Less 
than one-third are Turks, one-fifth Greeks, one-fifth 
Armenians, one-twentieth Jews. The rest are Bul- 
garians, Persians, gypsies, Ethiopians, and Italians, 
aod other Europeans. One does not know whether to 
wonder most at the union between these heterogeneous 
elements or at the utter want of any union and sym- 
pathy between the different residents of the same city. 
The greatest differenée and separation is between the 
Christians and the Mohammedans. 

Turkish women are mach Jess secluded than history 
would have us suppose. They go where they please 


between sunrise and sunset, the better class of them 


accompanied by eunuchs, the middle class women ac- 
companied by slaves, and the peasant women un 
escorted. No one ever molests them, for Turks never 
speak to women on the streets, not even to their ows 
wives, and no one stares at a woman, this custom being 
confined to Christian countries.

Polygamy Bsa e e 
Polygamy, too, is much less common than is usually 


_ supposed. The Koran permits a man to bave four 


wives and to be the owner of as many female slaves, 
these all being in wifely relation to him, as he can 
afford to buy and maintain. But polygamy is an expen- 
sive institution and wives must hare separate apart- 
ments and their own servants. Besides this the bus- 
hand must have his own separate apartment, and so, 
after obtaining one wife, the Turk seldom incurs fur- 
ther expense and risk of his own peace. 
Turkish women possess as large legal and proprietary 
rights as their Christian sisters. They share with their 
brothers their father’s estate and retain entire control 
of the property at the time of their marriage. In the 


matter of divorce the husband has the advantage, but 
the woman is safeguarded by religious and social pre- 
rogatives which make divorce much more difficult than 
iu our own country, for instance. 

As for government, Turkey, has a theocratic, absolute 
monarchy, subject to the personal control of the sultan. 
He is the temporal autocrat of the empire and the 
assumed ¢aliph or spiritual head of the Moslem world. 
He is “the shadow of God,” the “slayer of infidels,” 
the “refuge of the world.“ Gladstone suggested as an 
added title the “ great assassin.” 7 

Water is exalted by the Koran and roma a s'gnificant 
role in the life of the faithful. Ablutions must be per- 
formed five times daily before prayers and the use of 
intoxicating liquors is forbidden by the prophet. Foun- 
tains are everywhere in Moslem cities. Constantinople 
has hundreds and many of them are mer spacious 
and handsome structures. 

Turkish character is indeed complex and has been 
widely influenced by outside sources through the ages. 
Carlyle condemned them as “unspeakable,” while the 
average person has in his mind an idea that they are 
little short of being absolute barbarians. However, 
their acts are not unlike those of other nations. Indeed, 
one might well say with Joaquin Miller: 

In men whom men condemn as in. 

I find so much of goodness still. 

In men whom men pronounce divine, 
I find so much of mar and biot, 

I hesitate to draw the line, 

Between the two, where God has not.

„ ELDOM do 1 hear scouts talk about 
“going nutting.” ‘Somehow this period 

‘of the year always reminds me of the 

times when our. gang used to hike to 

‘the woods to lay in a supply of nuts for the 
winter. In other words, we were strong on 
the squirrel stunt. I remember how our 
gang and Jim Wirt's gang fought for the 
choice trees, how stained we used to get 
our hands from the walnut shucks, and how 


we used to spread our booty out on the coal 


sheds to dry. Nutting in the fall meant 
the pleasure of a hike and the thrill of a 
hunt combined, and the beauty of it was we 
had something to show for our day’s adven- 
ture. „ ‘ 

Yet I can account for the present indif- 
ference to this sport.

Extortion a

Here Fighting Jim- 
mie O/Neill, a sweshbuchting bully, used 
to rule with his two fista, which were hard 
and horny. In those days O'Neill went 
down to Chicago avenue to a saloon 


woman in the neighborhod. Unlike the 
Swedish women, she called at the house. 
for work, took it home with her, and. after 
she bad Gnished it, delivered it to the 


the Swedish women by their Itallan and 
Sicilian sisters. Big tailoring houses now 
hired only the latter, for they did the 
work cheaper and did it better. And then 
slowly the Swedes and Irish began mov- 
ing out and the Italians and Sicilians be- 
gan moving in and what had been little 
Ireland or little Sweden now became lit- 
tle Italy—destined in future years to be- 
come one of the greatest crime centers of 
the world and a domain of fear where 
ali forms of brigandage would be prac- 
ticed and where the offenders could snap 


their swarthy fingers at American law 


and get away with it in the name of the 
Black Hand. 

For many years this name has struck 
fear into the hearts of men. but it is a 


name only. There is no Black Hand,.“ 


at least in the Chicago avenue district. 
It was no such organization, no braneb 
of the Mafia, whose sawed off shotguns 
took the lives of dozens at Death Cor- 
ner, or blackmailed Sicilians and Ital- 
lans into giving money or choosing the 
alternative of death, or threw bombs into 
apartment houses or saloons, thus wreck- 
ing them completely, but gangsters who 
stopped at nothing. . 
They are about forty in number. This 
has been definitely learned. Some of 
them, the leaders. are old and experienced 
bandits and criminals’ from the small 
towns surrounding Palermo, in Sicily; 
the others are the product of the streets, 
cunning, shrewd, wary, and merciless pu- 


Pills of their older captains. 


Silence or Death Their Law. 

All of them have four teneis in com- 
mon: The law is for the weak; silence 
is golden, death to squealers,”’ and re- 
venge. Following their old country de- 
liefa, these men have for almost a decade 
held the community in which they op- 
erate in the grip of fear that is nothing 
short of terrible; have kj and plun- 
dered almost at well, and are im all prob- 
‘ability today hatching a plot which has 
for its object the death of one who has 
transgressed their immutabie laws. 

Yet they do not compr‘se a solid or- 
ganization, but are divided up into three 
gangs, two of which are all powerful. 
The other, which is weaker, from in- 
formation at hand, in all likelihood will 
cast ite lot with one of the stronger ones 
within the next few months. 

Bach of these gangs has as its leader 
a shrewd crim'nal and for membership 
less cunning but willing criminals, who 
only bow to the leader because he has 
demonstrated himself to be a ruffian of 
the first magnitude—which is the aim of 
every worthy bad man since time began. 

Every resident of the district knows 
who they are—from the leader down to 
the weakest man in his command. They 
gee them every day; thy bow and scrape 
when they pass; perhaps they see.the 
flashing smile that a leader displays as 
he carelessly draws from his pockets a 
thick roll of yellow bills, and remember 
that Tony —— was killed the night before, 
they wonder how much he got. But 
say nothing. 

It is not wise to ask questions in such 
matters, for lite is good and sawed off 
shotguns rarely miss their marks when 
fred from one of the dark, shadowy 
trenches ‘that stretch between the low, 


* dim houses or are dug beneath the side- 


walke—the “ getaways” that have al- 
ways been the means of escape for so 


many of the district murderers. 


A Typical Case. 
Necessarily, in recounting some of the 
-operations of these gangsters, some 
names must be omitted, for if they were 
printed they meht offer the clew to the 
person who informed and in time the 
police would write. in the book as they 
have written a hundred times before: 

„John — was shot and killed lasonight 
at Milton avenue and Oak streets by 
two unknown men, who esceped, leaving 
no clew but two sawed off shotguns.” 

Below are the facts of one case which 
hed perhaps a score of parallels. In 
it the victim wil) be spoken of as Antonio. 
not because that wes his name but be- 
cause it is a common name. 

Antonio, who was middie aged, had 
gaved up several thousand dcila:s af er 
years of hard work. Secretly he had 
hoarded it, and as secret!y banked it, 
because to disclose the fact that he had 
a little fortune was to lay himeelf open 
to blackmail. Final-y, last spring. he 


took his money and bought a piece of 
property that would bring him a rental 
of nearly $160 a month. 
Every effort was made to keep his Iden- 
‘gity as owner a secret. He told only a 
trusted

persons. Three days after 
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Beneath was a

velope bore the name and address on the 
top, and at the bottom, like nearly all 
so called black hand letters was the 
stamp 

in terrot he rushed home. 

*The. letter he whispered to his 
wife. ‘the letter’ has come.“ 

Always they epeak of it that way—" the 
letter —Iin terrified voice. 

Gets Second Letter. 

Two days later he received another 
letter: 7 : 

“Dear friend: Having no reply to the 
first letter we return to awake you from 
your dreams or we will make you sleer 
forever. That is all. We will give you 
2 days to confide in a good friend to 


bring $1,000. If this is not done Mt. 
Carme! is waiting for you. You think we 
are fooling: In two days you will see.” 

Antonio was for paying, but was coun- 
seled not to do so. The letters ceased for 
a week, then one more terrible than the 
rest was delivered at his door in Milton 
atreet: 

Dear 
we have forgotten you, you 
(herein was written a religious 
curse, which for sacrilege has no equal). 


(a vile name): Tou thirk 


Ik in 2 days you don’t come to your 
duty you will know that our dynamite is 


ready for your house and our bullets for 


all your family. We swear to destroy al: 


your family. Send the money with some 
trusted friend, then, at once. You will 
he had purchased the property he re- 
celved this note; . 

“Dear fricnd: Knowing you are quite 
well, you must favor us with $1,000. We 
are doing this for your own good. If 
you will favor us it will be well. Other- 
wise we will write to all the tenants of 
your house and will make them move. 80 
seek a friend of yours and don’t turn to 
the police. Otherwise it will be worse for 
you.” : 
bring the money at the corner.” 

Below were drawings of crossbones and 
da xxer. 

Now observe the last line of the fore- 
going note—“ bring the money et the 
corner.” To be eure it ts indefinite. 
That is just the point. Its failure to name 
a specific place to which the money 
should be brought is dene with a purpose. 

The firat is to prevent the possibility of 
witnesses being present, and the second 
is to get the victim to talk. If Antomo 
had done as a hundred other victims had 
done he would have kept his secret—the 
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and then would have confided in a gup- 
posed friend. 

A letter“ this friend would in ali 
likelfhoog have said, professing great 
surprise: “Is that so? Well, maybe 1 
can fix it for you. I know somebody that 
has influence. How much have you 
got?” 

Thereupon Antonio probably would 
have given the friend $200 to fix it 
up and escape with his neck and 
erty for six months. 


Get Victim to Talk. 

Practically all black hand” letters 
fail to name the locality at which the 
money should be brought. The majority 
of them say: “ Bring the money to Chi- 
cago avenue and the water.” 

Now Chicago avenue and the water 
might be two placemChicago avenue 
and the lake, or Chicago avenue and the 
river. The terror stricken victims must 
know. Unless he does his life will be 
enuffed out. He must find out. He must 
make inquiries. He chooses the men he 
thinks are friends as confidants.’ But 
in Little Italy one ne knows one’s 
friends, and as soon as he begins making 
confidants he runs across one of the 
men wo are in league with the black- 
mailers and the affair “ is fixed up.“ 

Thus he is on a mental rack always: if 
he doesn’t find out where to bring the 
money he will be killed outright. If he 
talks he must accede to the blackmaliers’ 
demands. There is no escape except the 
way that Antonie took. 

One month after he had bought his 
property Antonio sold it for less than half 
what he paid for it, and then openly. soe 
as to avo!d suspicion and possible deten- 
tion, walked out of Little Italy. 


He will never come back. Men who 


have defied the commands and demands 
of the Sicilian gangsters never come back 
and live, 
Blackmail the Lawabiding.

The shootings that take place in the 
quarter at the rate of one almort every 
week are traceable to various things, ac- 
cording to Information received from 
those who know the chieftains and each 
gangster.
